T herieau’s court Tuesday after­ 
noon, filed a motion for a new 
trial T hursday morning. 
A rgum ents by opposing coun­ 
sel w ill be h eard in th e same 
court June 13. R obert D ougherty, 
form er chief deputy d istrict at­ 
torney now in private practice 
will face one of his form er team 
m ates w hen th e motion com es up 
for a hearing. 
W hatever th e outcome of the 
motion 
may 
be, 
Sai thou, 
an­ 
nounced that he would appeal 
any adverse verdict. 


AT THE TRIAL Tuesday, tes­ 
tim ony indicated that S arthou is 
a rollicking good fellow w ho has 
a penchant for working in his 
garden at 4:30 a.m., and to ac­ 
com pany his labors with loud out­ 
bursts of song much to th e dis­ 
pleasure of his neighbors who 
paraded to the witness stand as 
prosecuting witnesses. 
They catalogued the quality of 
his voice w ith the type th a t is 
w ont to scare old ladie*»and chil­ 
dren during th e wee ama hours 
of the m orning—especially w hen 
they said, Sarthou in testing the 
strength 
of 
his 
vocal 
chords 
s c r e a m i n g 
w ith 
rebel-yells 
which pierced the still darkness 
like th e call of a banshee. 


THIS ROUTINE was th e n fol­ 
lowed. w itnesses claimed, by such 
songs as “O pen the Door Rich­ 
ard,” 
although 
nobody 
in the 
neighborhood stood revealed in 
the court room as answ ering to 
the nam e of R ichard. N everthe­ 
less Mrs. Reed H. Hubbell testi­ 
fied th a t she w as startled out 
of a sound sleep on the m orning 
of May 4, to find her husband 
gone and terrifying sound filling 
her house. 
She testified th a t she jum ped 
out of bed and ra n to the front 
door of her house to see th a t it 
w as securely locked, not know ing 
w hat was going to happen next, 
but about that tim e her husband 
returned. 


HE, TOO, had been aw akened 
by a blood-curdling shout, its 
origin, two or t h r e e d o o r s 
dow n the street. He donned his 
bathrobe, 
stepped 
outside 
and 
w ent dow n the road a piece to 
investigate. 
He cam e back to ask his wife 
if she had heard the noise and 
explained to her th a t it w as their 
neighbor, Sarthou, shouting. 
W hen it was Sarthou’s tu rn on 
the w itness stand he took special 
exception to the w ord “shouting,” 
to declare that it w as sweet music 
th a t came from his throat an d he 
didn’t deny that th e tim e w as 4:30 
in the morning. 


"I ALWAYS sing w hen I’m 
w orking,” declared the self-as­ 
sured Sarthou from the w itness 
stand. 
“W hy shouldn’t I 
sing 
w hen 
I 
am 
exhuberant 
with 
love,” and for a m om ent it looked 
like he w as going to let go, right 
there on the w itness stand. 
Sarthou came to Palm Springs, 
he testified, A pril 12, 1947, and 
purchased the hom e he lives in at 
856 Paseo El M irador and 
it 
w asn't long after he m oved in 
th a t his troubles began. 
It took the shape of a m an u ­ 
script th a t was given to him for 
possible publication by his neigh­ 
bor and author, H. S. Coulter. The 
title of the book, w hich nw re than 
pleased Sarthou, 
he said, 
was 
“ Virgin of Hollywood.”

1 even as the C alifornia Poppy is 
I for our state. 
Growing w ith the saguaros here 
was the regular Colorado desert 
association: 
smoke 
trees,

verdes, ironwoods, ocotillos, cre­ 
sote bushes, and cncelias. A few 
of the palo verdes w ere blooming 
late, as w ere rarely the ocotillos. 
And the desert ironwood was 
everyw here in evidence, its usual­ 
ly dark unappealing branches now 
covered w ith thick dense masses 
of sm all violet-purple blossoms 
that in some trees gave a velvety 
appearance to the en tire plant.

"Peo­ 
ple are thinking about it seriously 
again, but the great m ajority see 
in these cures just w hat their 
materialistic, 
sensual 
nature 
craves, evidence of a supernat­ 
ural beyond our knowing, mod­ 
ern miracles perform ed on pas­ 
sive subjects w ithout any help 
from them. 


"LOTS OF PEOPLE are skep­ 
tical about it, even some C hrist­ 
ian m inisters like the one last 
Sunday who advertised his ser­ 
mon topic as “A vak vs. Christ.” 
Such critics are nothing but bread 
and butter, ham -and-eggs sort of 
Christians; steeped in m aterial­ 
ism, they 
see nothing 
except 
things m anifested by sensory per­ 
ceptions. 
"The healing m inistry of Christ 
was His chief w ork among men; 
the need w as so great in His day, 
even as it is today, and He had 
compassion upon them and did 
something about it. He, too, had 
a magnetic personality th at could 
inspire people to help themselves. 
Bodily illness was caused by sin, 
and sin was nothing more or less 
than the absence of the spiritual. 
These poor people w ere helpless 
under the heavy and the weary 
weight of a m aterialistic world; 
.their faith, their spiritual life, 
was not dead, m erely dorm ant, 
inactive. 


"HIS METHOD was the essence 
of simplicity: revive the faith of 
the sick person in God, in him ­ 
self as a child of God and thus 
to make him ‘w hole.’ N early al­ 
ways His call to lam ed souls used 
this word: ‘Be of good cheer! 
thy faith hath made thee whole.’

The major appropriation bill, 
in the minds of the people of a 
district like the 22nd California, 
came to the floor today. It is the 
bill containing the appropriations 
for the Department of Agricul­ 
ture, and all its services, and all 
its increasingly rangy functions. 
"We have come far," as the sub­ 
committee said in its report, 
"since President Lincoln signed 
the bill (creating the Department 
of Agriculture) in 1862." 
Today the Department employs 
some 79.000 people. Last year it 
occupied 1.458,482 square feet in 
Federal buildings in Washington, 
and 08,451 sq. ft. in rented build­ 
ings here. It occupied 2,097,373 
sq. ft. in Federal buildings in 
other parts of the country, and 
3,510,459 sq. ft. of rented space. 
That represents about 170 acres 
of floor space. Maybe we should 
apply Mr. Ickes limit of 160 acres 
to the Department of Agriculture. 
The Extension Service has on 
its rolls about 10,000 people; and 
the Soil Conservation Service has 
9,000. These are at field level and 
do not include the Washington 
level, nor do they include dupli­ 
cating services in the Farmers 
Home Administration, nor in 
county offices, nor in certain 
functions of the Forestry Service, 
nor the Interior Department. All 
these services have grown be­ 
cause of demands for them, but 
they illustrate how departments 
grow. 
The Department asked for an 
appropriation of $1,188,571,318. 
The committee on Appropriations 
cut the amount only $337,842,786. 
There will of course be weeping 
and wailing, from the adminis­ 
tration publicists, as there will 
be when each appropriation bill 
hits the floor. 1 rise to remark 
that this bill is another test of 
the power of the American farm­ 
er to think for himself and to 
withstand propaganda. 
I would like to conclude this 
week's letter with the "Addition­ 
al Views” which I wrote for the 
subcommittee's report on the bill. 
I signed the report, agreeing to 
the cuts, but then I added this 
supplementary statement: 
ADDITIONAL VIEWS 
Having signed the majority re­ 
port of ttiis committee, I submit 
these additional views to empha­ 
size the need for economy and 
efficiency in the Department of 
Agriculture. The farmers of this 
nation have said unmistakenly 
that they want economy in gov­ 
ernment, and a balanced budget. 
I think they mean they want 
economy and efficiency in the de­ 
partment most closely related to 
agriculture, as well as in other 
departments which are related 
only indirectly to agriculture. The 
farmers have insistently said for 
years that they wanted the elim­ 
ination of the duplications and the 
confusions of government depart­ 


ments and agencies. 
The appropriation hill, for the 
Department of Agriculture, is a 
step toward the end the farmers 
want. It could have been a longer 
step. There are units of this De­ 
partment which requested, in the 
present budget, three or four 
times as large appropriations as 
they received ten years ago, yet 
whose services to agriculture gen­ 
erally are less essential today 
than they were previously. Some 
such agencies have been cut, in 
this budget, as little as 15 per 
cent.There are constant duplica­ 
tions, in the work of various 
units, throughout the department. 
It is difficult for the committee 
on Appropriations to do very 
much about this. It is an admin­ 
istrative job. I strongly urge this 
upon the Secretary as a problem 
of first importance. The intent of 
Secretary will soon be determined 
by the application of the cuts 
taken in this budget. If these are 
applied only at the lower levels, 
leaving the Washington levels 
top-heavy and duplicating, it 
may be necessary for the Con­ 
gress, through its propet commit­ 
tees, to attempt the necessary 
corrections. Several of us on the 
subcommittee believe that an 
additional cut in personnel could 
have been made, specifically ap­ 
plied to the Washinkton level. 
Statements that a Department 
“ought to be reorganized,” or in­ 
sistence that “we must remove 
duplications,” and similiar com­ 
ments frequently heard in com­ 
mittees and on the floor, are 
worthless as long as we continue 
to appropriate more money than 
a careful analysis indicates is re­ 
quired by the Department. 
The problems of marketing re­ 
search; of whether the federal 
government or the states should 
pay the costs of school lunches, 
or in what proportion; of the 
REA, or the AAA, or the SCS, 
or the CCC, will be discussed on 
the Floor of the House during 
general debate on this bill. In 
brief, my feeling ¡g that more 
money could have been cut from 
the appropriation of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture and that, 
properly administered, the results 
would have benefitted Agriculture 
generally. My desire is to see a 


well-organized Department of 
Agriculture, with all the money 
it needs to operate efficiently, 
but without duplications or un­ 
necessary activities, functioning 
primarily in the interest of the 
farmers of the United States of 
America.

RETURN OF STREETS taken 
over by the arm y and closed 
w hen they expanded the old El 
M irador hotel into the huge T or­ 
ney G eneral hospital, was the 
object of the councilm an’s trip to 
San Francisco. 
The city seeks the return of 
portions 
of 
Tacheva 
and 
Via 
M iralesta which w ere taken over 
and closed by the arm y. The city's 
bid is based on the price the 
govi rnm ent paid for the streets 
to m ake way for the hospital. 


THE OFFICIAL PROGRAM, as 
outlined at W ednesday’s council 
m eeting includes bids for Tah- 
cheva drive betw een A venida de 
Los Palo Verde for which the 
governm ent paid the city $500 
and also a 30 foot section of Via 
M iralcste extending from Tachc- 
vah for a distance of 300 feet and 
that portion of the public street 
from Paseo El M irador which was 
closed by the hospital. The gov­ 
ernm ent paid $200 for this p a r­ 
cel w hich the city w ill attem pt 
to regain at the same price. 
The city is also requesting the 
retu rn of a 30-foot section on 
A venida de Los Palm os and the 
w esterly 30 foot section of M ira- 
leste extending in a southern di­ 
rection from Tachevah drive.

He said the w ork of a congress­ 
m an has become so complex and 
his duties so m ultitudinous th at 
it is w ith difficulty he can find 
tim e to answ er his correspond­ 
ence.
